' It soitBtho purpose of tho organ-iu- 
'obiof of tlio Opposition to sneer ut tUo of • 
;iorta of tbo aovenimcnt to aclveuco tho 
"quartz mining intorcsta of Cftriboo; liouco 
it endeavors to belittlo tiio importance of 
that industry. A clay or two ago the or- 
gan oallod the proposed Ooverumentulad- 
yance of 815,000 toa iiunrtz mill to be 
erected at Cariboo "a huge joke;" and 
declared that ao well defined ledge exist- 
ed tliere. Yeslerdoyit prooeeds in the 
same strain to ridioulo the offer of an iid- 
;yanoo ot $16,000, and again asserts that 
^no Vtrue.gpld or silver-bearing quartz 
ledge'' ha8been dificovored. If tbo wri- 
ter had consulted the Act from which ho 
pretends to quote iio would know that 
tho advance is uot to bo inndo ftt all until 
ft well deflnod quartz ledgo has lirst been 
disoovored. The clause reads as follows: 
"The company which first erects, at 
some place north of tho ljuesuoilo Kiver 
■vvithiathe electoral district of Cariboo 
and in tho noighbourl<ood of flome 
WELL DEFINED QUARTZ LEDGE, 
a good and sutliciout ten-stamp quartz 
mill, capable of orushiug ten tons of 
quartz per diem, to tho aatisfuetiou ol tlio 
Lientenant-Governor iu Oouucil, shall 
entitled to, and shall receive from tho 
Minister of Mines, tho ccrtilicato heroin- 
after mentioned." 

The Act then goes ou to say that upon 
tho production of tho certificate of tho 
Minister of Mines there "shall be paid 
oat of the conBolida.ted rarenae of the 
Province to the company bo obtaining 
saoii certificate the sum of 815,000." The 
reader will'cbsefve that the first require 
ment cannot be complied with until a 
"well defined quartz ledgo" has boon 
discovered. To Bottlo that point definite 
ly an experienced mining engineer sails 
to-day from San Francisco. If the spots 
where gold beanug quartz has been found 
»ro not "true ledges," this gentleman will 
80 inform the companies, and no mill will 
be erected. If they prove to be "true 
ledges," theu the enterprise will be push 
eJ on to BUOceBS and Cariboo will have a 
long and proBperons career before it 
Nothing was ever done withont trying 
Suppose the original discoverers of tho 
wealth of Cariboo had said when they 
first entered the country, "no gold was 
ever found here; what is tho use of our 
trying;" a Bhovclful of earth would not 
have been turned and SiO,000,000 in gold 
would havo still remained dormant. The

THE GEORGE S. WRIGHT MYSTERY 

The Milt Cleared Away— The Whole 
Truth at Last. 

Tbo steamer Curiboo-Fiy yesterday 
brought from Nanaimo an Indian miner 
named Coma. Tliis man was a coal-passor 
on board tlio steamsliip Goorgo S. Wright 
at tho time sho Wiis loai. Riiioo tho (lis- 
astor ho lias conntantly (n-ndud tho police, 
and until nuito ruccMitly it w;ia not iuiown 
that thoro oxi.sttid a .singlu Kurvivor of tlio 
wreck. About a fortnight ago ho vontur- 
od into Nanaimo, whore ho waa nrrestod 
by oonbtablo Stowart on Friday and ar- 
rived here yeatorday. Coma confesned to 
tho Suporintendont of I'clico, after boinf^ 
duly cuntionod, tlmt at night tho boilers 
of tlie .steam sliip cxplodud and alio began 
to sink at onco. Captuin Aintilny, with 
four U.S. ollicora and a passenger, got 
into a boat and callod to Coma.wlio wau on 
deck, to got in too. The rost of tlie people 
vara in bed, or tried to escape by mean.? 
of^)ii>tber'boat. . The Captain's party, 
seven in oil, pulled ashore near Capo Cau- 
tion. Tho party were nonrly naked and 
the Indiana gave tliem bhiukota to keep 
them warm. A day or two afterwards 
three cenoe loade of Indians came to tho 
spot and Captain Aiusley oflbred lha lead- 
er $500 to convoy the shipwrecked men 
■tg*]^6^tiBupert. Pour of tbo Indians 
Were "armed with mnskets, with which 
they killod all tlio whites, tied stones to 
the bodies and aank tbcm in deep water. 
They robbod tho bodies of all vulnnblos, 
including the captuin's gold watcli and 
chain. They spared Coma, but told bim 
that if he ever dared to uurratg tho cir- 
onmstnnces they would kill bis father. 
Coma thinks thnt all tho people on board 
who wore in bed at tbo time of tho explo 
«ion wore drownod. astliu boat went down 
rapidly. The prisoner was confiontrd 
by tho four piisoiiors wiio woro brought 
by the Rocket and liava sinco lain in gaol 
here, and identilied two as belonging to 
the party of murderers.

It 
boars iiitonial cvideneo of having; been 
written by ]Mr. .Jainieb-on himself, or 
by lioiiie "bbado" or duplicate who, for 
tho time being, took possession of 
that gcutlcinaa's luind and mantle. 
When reviewing Mr. Jaiuieson's pro- 
diictioti we gave him credit for good 
intentiuHH iiud pr.iiHcil where wo might 
have cnnsarod. Wo coiiHidered it an 
iiblo production from 'his' standpoint 
and very 'uniquQ' indeed conHldering 
tho motives whioh apparently prompted 
it. If disposed to be critical we might 
have told tlio rev. gentloiuan that our 
systeui of education was in general use 
iu Hovcu Ciiuadian ProviiiceH, and in 
thirty Aiuericun Stales inhabited by n 
moral, God fearing people, and that 
tho essential and intrinsic godlinoss of 
tlio Hysteni wan a fact of goiioral accop- 
taiic(^; li(.ii;;o lii.4 olTurL to provo ii; godly 
wuii Honerlluoiis — only a BubHtitutiou 
ot twilight for Hunshiuo. Every prO' 
testatit in tho country known that our 
school books are thickly interspersed 
autl permeated \fith. religious Ku6'W- 
lodgo, and that our school system was, 
and iw, essentially and iiitriubicnlly, if 
not iirol'o.syedly, religious. Yet Mr. 
duiiiiesou assun^ed tl^at the people 
wore ignorant of this fact,aiid conclud- 
ed liy as.iortiiig us proved what no Pro- 
tcHtautovcr iloiibkd or doiiietl, and 
what every 0110 know beforoho oponod 
his iHoulli, "in lovo." After an able 
Hiteiupt to induce his audioaco to be- 
lievo tliat the educational authorities 
woro neglectful of their duties tho rev. 
gontlcniiin gallantly got on his war 
sLcod "llo.sinanto" ami proceeded tc* 
(h.'inolish IH.-iIiop Hejjflnn'H— a duty 
wliich lie would have -ds buliove to 
bavQ boon imporativo on him in con- 
sequenoe of the silencpt^i tho Superin- 
tendent nnd Board ot Ilducation and 
tho culpable inisvopresontation of the 
editorn and correspondents of the Vic- 
tqriii Press, llieso terrible papers 
had led the good bisl;op to tho vor!.;o 
of perdition, but tho liev. Mr. Jfaiflia- 
luin, like a goqd Idan^av4tan.i Bbiaed^i^ica 
by thp throat and rtstored bim to his 
right Honscrt again! The good bishoii 
in (loubliosH (.luly grateful for this 
courteous CDUnidurution and for the aid 
given him in the right uiulorHtandiiig 
of ihtsa wicUod papers; but, if wo mis- 
take iftot, m outio lieard JDr. Sogliez* 



publicly praise the intelligence, en- 
tei'in-i.so and patriotism of our local 
press; but of course this was before he 
had tho honor of Mr. Jamiesou's spe- 
cial attention. " . 

lb would seein^b^, the reritoration of 
certain Chi istiah iaiiendoes audallu- 
sioua, and by the general cliaracter and 
spirit of tho ciiticisin favored us by "Si- 
olav" that, liko hi.s rovcrond original, 
heisnlllicted with iudigostion if not 
tho viotiiu of occasiunal bilious do- 
raagement. The lecture of the one and 
tho essay of the other may have boon a 
sort of ethical safoty-valvo — a mental 
indulgence ousuring physical relief. If 
so the public will doubtlos.s luako due 
allowance for such intermittent ten- 
dencies towards porsonalitioa. As 
Christian ministers thoy can bear no 
malice or ill will in thoir hearts, yet; 
we in our ignoiaucQ think them verv 
far from the fold of tho Good Shepherd 
whoii they make perBistout offorts to 
single opt one or more of their fellow- 
citizens as needing special favorS. 

Itis posaiblo wo may have misunder- 
stood the rovd. gentleman (or his 
Duplicate "Siolav") and that his pen 
is not dipped iu tho blood of old 
wounds, of self-creation and solf-in- 
lliction. We are very sorry to see 
"his Duplicate" in such bad temper 
witli ns because wo humbly ventured 
to differ from bim in some respects 
while agreeing with him in many; and 
we.hopo they will in f oture, be so g6od as 
to seek tUetruth in a more Christian spirit. 
Lot us disuus;i oinnions, not iiersons, 
principles not fonus — as Christians, not 
Ishmaulitos: witli Ciiristian kiudiio.-s and 
courtesy, not with icnil epithets or biso 
insinuatioiiH. Wo regret that "Siolav" 
thought it necoa.sary to dip hisEacied pon 
into tbo slums of Billingsgate; but "wo 
leave the public to judge between our 
views and his, while assuring him that no 
amount of misrepresentation will divert 
ua from the course wo coneeivo to be right 
according to our light. This Christian 
writer calls us "biire-faccd." We a'^oejit 
tho designation as a compliment. We do 
not paint or voneor ourselves, nor hide 
our features under a mantle or veil. Wu 
strike no man in the dark or behiud his 
back, nor do wo attempt to injure anyone 
by base inuendoes or "mereiucidentul 10- 
marks;" wo iro "bare-faced," but not bnin 
faced. Being neither l)diou3 nor feverish 
wo eiiileavor to pruciice what therev guu- 
tlomon is expected to teach and preach. 

AVo had regarded the rev. gentleman as 
a man of sense, delicacy of feeling, and 
reQued taste, and are sorry to find him 
(personally or through "Siolav ') playing 
tbo role of a captious critic, appai:ently 
admiring our school system wliiist cun- 
ningly , covertly and unwi.-ely endeavor- 
ing to prej iidice tho pub ic agaiii4 its 
foundors and natural gnar lims. tlie L ^g 
islatare, and the Superiutoudent and 
Bo.irdof E lucation. Whist professing 
to admire tUo work pf their bunds he in- 
geuioiisly creates an bxouse for attempt 
itig to "stab them under tho fifth rib;" 
but wc hop^ it mjy 1)0 his plousnrj iu fu- 
ture to recognize tlie necessity of speak- 
ing with cautious rovereueo of per-^ous 
and thiugs. Incorrect m aome instances, 
iuoouaifttont In manv.the rev gemloman's 
want of d iso rim i nation, and his por.-i.-.tent 
dosiro to force his special views on the 
public have led him away (unconsciunsly 
perhaps) from the b'gitimato discussion 
of principles tojthe illo^itimato and uojust 
criticism of individuals. He fauci-.-s per- 
Uajis that he would do boit-.-r "in their 
sboes." But in tliis age and oouutry, 
self-consciousness and person.d a suiup- 
tloa are as distasteful ua thoy are incflect- 
iva. Wo want prinoiples niit persons, 
practical professiounl men notiutormitout 
spectators or bilious thaorisia. With a 
great flourish of truni|iet3 tho rev. gentlo- 
mati atid liis "shade' have ridden forth to 
battlo against the Bishop; but after "tx- 
ploiiughis out^forks" thoy prudently re 
tira from the lield excusing bis eirors on 
tbo plea of ignorance and end by kissing 
his hand for his "noble defence of r-di- 
gion in such a place as A''ictoria." The 
good Bishop mu^t feel very grateful to 
his gouorous mentor and learned apolo- 
gist; but, alas! for ViiMoria, "Verily it 
shall be more tolerable for Sodom and 
Gomorrah in the Day of Judgment thau 
toryottl" 

No one, except this learned watchman 
on the "towers of Westminster," has ever 
seen those terrible inisrepresemalions in 
tho Victoria Press to which ho alludes. 
He must have had some prophetic vision 
or special revelation not vouchsafed to 
other citizens. Judging by his recopti«n 
of our friendly and somewbat partial cri- 
ticism and by tho spirit exhibited by his 
friend "Siolav," we fear that duality in 
unity must foster a coiistitutiimal tenden- 
cy to fault-iiiidiug. Tho Legislatuie, 
Board of Education, Sehuol Supi rinteud- 
eut, tho editors and ciu'rospoiuleiits ot the 
Victoria Pres.i, ourselves included, have 
all fallen under the ban of his sore dis- 
pleasure, His anger has waxed hot agaiust 
uij all individually and colleeiively ; but 
being men of peace we liope tliop;u'oxytin 
may bo of short duration. "Siolax" 
plea^on his fiuicy and Hatislics bis ca- 
price by alliisiouH to a iii;~- . of straw, 
whom wo borrowed from the rev. gentle- 
man's lecture, but punctually restored 
again in bettor condition and more ro- 
spectablo garb than wo found him. Such 
cynical pleasantries may be excusable in a 
bilious j)erson, but if wo ii'\ist iko not the 
Rov. SiolaT woulil liiid more comfort and 
relief in prayer, and in tiie praetien ofChris- 
tiaa courtesy aiul brotherly feeling, than 
ho can over obtain through tho unreason- 
able rogiiueu whicdi impcds him, or his 
original, to misundorataud, niibiutorpret 
or (ioprcciato his fellow men, 

PasHing over tlio fact that "Siolav" mis- 
quotes our staloiuoiits, we may say that 
wo are glad to learn or infer through him 
that tho rov. Mv- Jamioscju eoincide.s with 
our views iu many important mutlers — 
that ho believes a school superin- 
tendont ohoiild not be a political or 
seotariau partisan; lu^t thai liko our 
prcgfliit Superintendent he sliouhl 011- 
forco tho law as he iitids it; -that no 
laan, lay or clericid, should bo eligible to 
tUis oflioa unless he bo au e.vpcrieucaci jirac- 
tlcal teacher', and that he aupjjqrta the law 
which prevents any denomination from 
HtizinK oontiol of our schools, oot,, oto. 

The reV. geiitleinau H lys that iu no 
part of the Qiieen's iJoniiuions are miuis- 
tois ccoludeu from the [lo^iiionof teacher, 
trustee, or aup.'riiiteudeut of Puliliu 
SchooU except in this t-'roviuj.

In conclusion, we would Tontn re to any 
that if there are defects in our system of 
education (and there must be in all sys- 
tems) then be as a good citizen should 
point them out in a spirit of love and 
kindness and show how to correct them, in- 
stead of going out of Ids way to havo a 
»ly thrust ut individuals. In this spirit, 
and with all lionesty and humility, we re- 
spoelf ally extend the right hand of fellow- 
ship to his Ruverenco of Now Wostmins- 
tf r and to all others who may feel disposed 
to exchange views on educational matters; 
but iu the name of our common Christi- 
anity lot ua rise above personal invective 
and unworthy insinuations, and discuss 
iirinciplos on their merits irrespective of 
past assooiatiun or local prejudice, taking 
cure at all times to "do uuto others as we 
would havo others do to us."— With much
